The result might have been 
foreseen. A few of the more reckless 

among those wretched agricultural labor- 
ers who are in ah.-. dote want, sleep on 
the groUnd in mere hovels utmost devoid 
of furniture, have, in their blind, ignor- 
ant indignation, committed arson and 
murder. This has happened not merely 
during the current yeaa, tint almost every 
year. Such acts of revenge are often due 
merely to individual feelings of resent- 
meut, and are not the work of a conspir- 
acy, of the " Black Hand," or of the an- 
urchists. Nevertheless aome nmong the 
Anarchist leaders have profited by this 
state of affairs. They bare sent emissar- 
ies to the disturbed districts; thev have 
encouraged deeds of violence, and the en- 
couragement bus increased the number of 
t rimes and the extent of the dissatisfac- 
tion.

Be Will Try a Rid* on the l'lalne in 
a IVprlnff Wagon. 

Orkkn River, W. T., Aug. 6.— On ar- 
rival of the Presidential train r.t Cheyenne, 
it 9 o'clock, a large number of people 
were at the station, and during the short 
;tor> there the President, Secretary Lincoln, 
mil Senator Vest made a few remarks nnd 
ircre introduced to the officials of the 
territory. As 8.80 the train moved out 
from tfie station, under charge of Ueu- 
iral Superintendent Dickinson, of the 
Union Pacific road. Eight— I miles 
west of Cheyenne we passed 
ivt-r the summit of the Pdaek I tills of 
Wyoming) the highest point on the road, 
mil where a monument has been erected to 
Baker Ames, one of the original projectors 
t»f the road. The train arrived at Green 
River at U):'M a. m. Sunday, and in conse- 
quence of the piaaimigtl plan to spend 
Minday here, have remained quietly on the 
train all day. In the morning, at 7 
o'clock, the party will take spring wagons 
for Washaki, anil will inctunp on 
the Sweetwater, one hundred miles 
north of this point. Next they will 
drive into Fort Washaki, fifty-five 
miles. There are three of these spring- 
ffaglTBli The President, Secretary Lin- 
coln and Genera] Sheridan will ride in 
No. 1 ; Senator Vest, Judge liollins, and

till after reaching that point.

Sean-civ 
a rescuer la left able to resist the 
terrible vomitings compelled by the Inde- 
scribable stenches now prevalent. The en- 
tire island has been almost constantly 
shaken by a series of intermittent shocks 
ever since the great disaster of last Sun- 
day. Strange to say, the odors which will 
now render further rescues impossible, 
and drive the force of humanitarians from 
this once beautiful island, will probably 
let in the horde of Italian brigands who 
now hover about in sufficient number to 
pan any probable guard, waiting their 
chances to rush on the scene for any plun- 
der.

On 
Tuesday the body was disinterred, but he 
found it to be that of a young man. The 
black coat and vest of fashionable cut, the 
trousers, which had evidently been made to 
fit tight to the skin, and the stylish collar 
and tie, left no hope that it was Mr. Camp- 
bell's son. But ut Stupleton Mr. Camp- 
bell leurned that Mr. Allen had claimed 
and taken uwny the body of a 
barefooted boy not more than twelve years 
old, dressed in short knee-breeches and a 
light waist. This answered to the descrip- 
tion of Mr. Campbell's boy, and he re- 
called an account which he had aeen of the 
death of young Allen, and concluded this 
body must be his. 

Mr. Campbell visited Mr. Allen on 
Wednesday, and explained these facta to 
him. At first Mr. Allen declined to con- 
scut to the disinterment of the body iu 
(ireenwood, saying it was impossible that 
he could have been mistaken, but the Cor- 
.oner'a description and that of the under- 
taker made it evident that the body oould 
not be that of hla son. 

The remainB at Greenwood were disin- 
terred in the presence ot Mrs. Allen and a 
son, Mr. and Mra. Campbell and two of 
the latter's relatives. Mrs. Allen said the 
body was not that of her son, and the 
Campbell family identified it positively as 
that of Willie. Mr. Campbell made the 
necessary affidavits before the Hoard of 
Health and took the body to his home. 
While the family were following it to the 
grave, Mr. Allen was removing the body 
of his son from Stapleton to the vacant 
grave in Greenwood.

He and some other 
boyt were pioking blackberrtes on the 
premises of a farmer at Haledon Hall on 
the preceding Friday. The farmer chased 
the boys aw ay, and it is said he acted in 
auch a violent manner aa to frighten Frank 
out.of his wits. Frank waa the amalle*t 
hoy in the lot, and when they ran Frank 
oould not keep pace with bis comrades, and 
fainted from sheer fright. The farmer in 
turn became frightened and went home. 
The boys returned and assisted Frank tt. 
his home. He was so prostrated that lir 
had to be carried upon their shoulders. 

Mrs. Hemingway said that Frsnk, who 
was of a delicate andnervoua temperament, 
waa brought home in a state of Complete 
nervous 'exhaustion, and was put to bed 
During the night a violent fever set in. It 
his delirium he wouldjcry out: " He's afo v 
ma I" He'll catoh me I" His phytleiani 
say his disease was scarlet fever, ami (hat 
the fright he waa subjected to accelerated 
the attack, and was the cause of a more 
violent developement of the disease.

MUTILATED COINS.

He Redeemed. 



Washington, Aug. 6. — Strong nrunun 
is being brought to bear upon Mr. Bo»> 
churd, director of the mint, for the adop- 
tion of some plan whereby inutilat«d coins 
will be redeemed at their face value. It 
has come to the knowledge of the Treasury 
liepartment that there is in this Country a 
regular gang of men who make a living by 
"sweating" coins. It takee aome capital 
to be able to follow this for a living, and 
the common method is to take a number of 
gold eagles* in a bag aud rub them violent- 
ly together. The abraisons are n. .t n< >t ice- 
able, and in the course of a dav quite a 
quantity of gold dust is obtainable, di- 
rector Hurchard says that it would be man- 
ifestly unfair to encourage these men In- 
n-deeming ut its face value coin which 
they have wilfully mutilated. He is ol 
opinion, however, that innocent partin 
holding mutilated coin ou^lit to have -nine 
redress beyond that furnished l.ytiic preeenl 
laws. In his report to Congress ldrCCtOt 
Hurchard will call attention to the mat or. 
Which is of more importance than is gener- 
ally oonaidered. The amount ot mutilated 
coin held bv individual- is cnmparativclv 
si mil, but tlie aggregatai it is estimated, 
will reach astonishing dimensions.

SPAIN. 

Madrid, Aug. 6. — A military uprising 
has occurred at Hadajoz, in which the 
Captain General and all the authorities 
have been mnde prisoners and ten meu 
killed. Railway and telegraph communi- 
cation with Portugal have been stopped 
completely, nnd the extent of the move- 
ment is not known. It is supposed to 
have been caused by local cpiarrels con- 
nected with Portugal, which is within live 
miles of the frontier. 

The outbreak MHOM the Spanish troops 
reported from Poitnal occurred in the city 

'd Badajoa, the Capital of the province of 

the same name. Tlie garrison of the town, 

numbering 700, pronounced for a mpubllc, 

the Constitution of I860, and Rula /orilla 
for President. The troops and people 
fraternized. Several regiments of soldiers 
have been di.-patched to Ladajoz to sup- 
press the rising.
